SUBJECT: POSSIBLE CUTOEF OF SOUTH AFRICAN MINE LABOR EROM 
MOZAMBIQUE 

1. LABOR OFEICER HAS RECEIVED INEORMATION EROM TWO WIDELY SEPARATED 
SOURCES (PROJECT) (PRETORI-BASED BRITISH LABOR ATTACHE REPORTING 
INEO ERON ANGLO-AMERICAN MINES SOURCE AND BOTSWANA-BASED MINE 
LABOR RECRUITMENT OFEICIAL) THAT MOZAMBIQUE HAS REEUSED FOR PAST 
SEVERAL WEEKS TO ISSUE TRAVEL DOCUMENTS TO ITS CITIZENS WHO HAVE 
BEEN RECRUITED FOR WORK ON MINES IN SOUTH AFRICA. 

2. AFTER RECEIPT OP FIRSTREPORT (FROM BRITISH LABOR ATTACHE) 

MINERALS OPPICER ATTEMPTED TO VERITY REPORT. RELIABLE SOURCE TOLD 
OPFICER HIS MINE, AT LEAST, CURRENTLY RECEIVING ALL LABOR IT 
REQUIRED PROM MOZAMBIQUE. 

3. GIVEN GREAT ECONOMIC IMPACT ON MOZAMBIQUE THAT CUT-OFP OP SOUTH 
APRICAN MINE LABOR RECRUITMENT WOULD ENTAIL (ESPECIALLY ON TOP OP 
RHODESIAN RAILROAD BOYCOTT), SUCH ACTION BY MOZAMBIQUE SEEMS 
UNLIKELY. ON OTHER HAND, SO DID RAIL BOYCOTT. IT IS ALSO POSSIBLE 
MOZAMBIQUE MAY BE RESTRICTING RECRUITMENT OP NEW MINE EMPLOYEES 
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QUASI-PERMANENT BASIS. THIS WOULD RESTRICT NUMBER OF MOZAMBIQUENS 
SUBJECT TO "CAPITALIST " INFLUENCE IN SOUTH AFRICA WHILE AT SAME 
TIME CONTINUING GOLD PAYMENTS FOR SUCH LABOR FORCE FROM SOUTH AFRICA 
TO MOZAMBIQUE. BOTSWANA SOURCE OF THIS INFORMATION ALSO IN- 
DICATED CHAMBER OF MINES IS ATTEMPTING TO NEGOTIATE NEW AGREEMENT 
WITH MOZAMBIQUE WHICH WOULD ALLOW IT TO MAKE DEFERRED WAGE PAYMENTS 
TO MOZAMBIQUE AT CURRENT MARKET PRICE FOR GOLD RATHER THAN AT 
OFFICIAL RATE. THIS, TOO, MIGHT EXPLAIN MOZAMBIQUE REFUSAL TO 
ISSUE TRAVEL DOCUMENTS IN TERMS OF SIMPLE PRESSURE TACTICS. 

4. GIVEN CURRENT ECONOMIC PROBLEMS IN MOZAMBIQUE, IT DIFFICULT 
TO IMAGINE A CONTINUATION OF SUCH A TRAVEL BAN (ASSUMING REPORTS 
ARE ACCURATE) UNLESS THEY HAVE RECEIVED OFFERS OF SUBSTANTIAL 
ECONOMIC SUPPORT FROM OTHER SOURCES. IT IS ALSO DIFFICULT TO 
IMAGINE WORKERS DOCILELY ACCEPTING MORE OR LESS PERMANENT 
SEPARATION FROM BOTH THEIR FAMILIES AND THEIR LANDS. 

5. POST WILL CONTINUE TO ATTEMPT TO SUBSTANTIATE THIS REPORT FROM 
OTHER SOURCES. MEANWHILE, COMMENTS FROM INFO ADDRESSESS WOULD 
BE WELCOME.
